I.  Program Description:
The Athletic Commission, created under section 75-75-103, Mississippi Code of 1972, is vested with the sole
direction, management, control, and jurisdiction over all boxing, sparring, and wrestling matches or exhibitions to be
conducted, held or given with the State of Mississippi.

The Athletic Commission has jurisdiction over boxing, sparring, and wrestling and is responsible for issuing permits,
issuing licenses, and inspecting all wrestling, boxing, and sparring matches in the State.

The Mississippi Athletic Commission sanctions and regulates all boxing, mixed martial arts, wrestling and all
contact fights that take place in Mississippi.
